In scores of cities and counties 
throughout the state the campaign got 
well under way yesterday, though the 
total amount of money raised through­ 
out the state has not as yet been re­ 
ported by the state campaign commit­ 
tee. 
Sacramento and Stockton were 
the only cities in the state not hav­ 
ing a canvass for funds at this time.

S in wood was raised by Grand­ 
pa W illltts of Santa Ana who would 
not permit another man to pull a rein 
over him. 
W illitts knew 
the

like an open book, and the horse in 
turn knew its owner almost as well, 
and whenever they appeared upon the 
Santa Ana track they were given a 
rousing reception. 
No matter what 
position he was placed in Silkwood

many devotees of the game when pick­ 
ing him to win usually brought home 
the bacon.
